At Close Range 


The elder Pliny was one of the 
earliest students of natural history. 
Between Pliny and Aristotle there was 
a striking arénce. . Aristotle was 
too lazy to‘try to gather first-hand 
knowledge so.he asked questions and 
got all manner of foolish answers 
upon which he based some of his 
scientific deductions. ‘The’ elder 
Pliny wanted to know from personal 
observation, and hé found out a ‘lot of 
interesting things which he put into 
books. One summer day in the year 
79 old Mt. Vesuvius broke into a ter- 


‘rible eruption and began throwing
